DIVERSIFIED  CO-OPERATIVE  EDUCATION 


The  Diversified  Co-operative  Education  program  was 
introduced  in  our  school  during  the  past  year  at  the 
request  of  some  of  the  local  industries  to  meet  the 
occupational  training  needs  of  our  students.  While  this 
vocational  program  is  new  to  our  school,  it  is  not  new 
in  Indiana.  A  total  of  19  schools  in  Indiana  now  offer 
this  training,  Berne-French  being  the  smallest  offering 
the  work  at  the  present  time. 


Diversified  Co-operative  Education  consists  of  in¬ 
school  and  on-the-job  training.  Boys  and  girls  who  take 
the  training  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  interest, 
aptitude,  and  occupational  training  needs.  Local  busi¬ 
ness  and  industrial  concerns  are  invited  to  co-operate 
in  the  program  by  providing  on-the-job  training  under 
the  leadership  of  a  skilled  person. 

The  concerns  serving  as  training  stations  under  the 
program  during  the  past  year  were  the  Berne  Witness 
Company,  the  Economy  Printing  Concern,  the  Dunbar 
Furniture  Corporation,  and  Moser  Motor  Sales  Inc., 
each  employing  two  boys;  Gifford's  IGA  Super  Market 
and  Liechty  Bros.  Plumbing  and  Heating  both  employ¬ 
ing  one  boy. 

The  trainees  under  the  program  take  a  related  study 
class  in  school.  This  classroom  work  consists  of  studies 
relating  to  employment  in  general  and  lessons  concern¬ 
ing  the  particular  skill  the  student  is  learning. 

An  effort  is  made  to  co-ordinate  the  type  of  ex¬ 
perience  being  gained  in  the  on-the-job  training  with 
the  instruction  offered  in  the  classroom  phase  of  the 
program.  A  member  of  the  school  staff,  Leonard  Kings¬ 
ley,  serves  as  co-ordinator  for  the  program.
